Taking into 
consideration that there are less than £,000 peo- 
ple—braves, squaws, half-breeds, children and 
all, I don't think the whites need to sled tears 
over their hard fate, but save them to be shed 
over the graves of the thousands of starving 
widows and orphans, which they hare made 
from the time of the New Dim massacre, nearly 
twenty years ago in Minnesoba, doWn to the 
Coster massacre, fresh in the minds of all. 


The contractors have furnished for ttis year: 


3,075,000 pour,ds of beef, besides pevenl thous- 
ands pounds of pork, 500,000 pounds of flour; 
60.000 pounds of coffee over 100,000 pounds of 
sugar, and 5,000 pounds of best plug tobacco, 
in fact all of the above is of the first quality. 


About 100,000 pounds of soap, but what they 


do witbJt God knows, I do not 
Bice, salt, oil, 


baking powder, etc., etc., in proportion, the ex- 
act figures I could not obtain. Besides the 
above, each family is provided with a stlove and 
cooking utensils, knives, forks and spoons, and 
a silver plated castor, (!) en passant, the squaw 
generally keeps her beads and other valuable 
trinkets in the vinegar and pepper cruets, and 
the brave his fancy paint in the mustard pot, 
mixing itj up and ladling it on his classic 
features with the mustard spoon. 


Each one who builds a house is provided with 


a bed, two window sashes and glass and a door. 
Those who build good substantial hewed log 
houses have them shingled and floors put in 
them by the agency carpenters. Each head of 
the family Jias a large plow, and every ten 
families have a breaking plow. All are pro- 
vided with sythes, rakes, harrows, in short, all 
that a farmer should and ought to have. There 
are about twenty-five mowers on the reserva- 
tion and they are trusted to the more intelli 
gent Indians, and paid by the government to 
cut grass for those who have a large quantity of 
stock, and could not well do it with the sythe. 


In regard to their clothing, I could not obtain 


the paiticuldrs, but I know it is as much, if not 
more, than a well to do farmer could afford for 
himselt and tamily, and that is one of the 
reasons that our friend "The Orange Blossom of 
the North," could buy his overcoat for a square 
meal, for most likely the Indian had another at 
home, and if he had not, I am sure he is only 
waiting for the river to freeze over and he will 
go over and talk him out of it.

A Bloody Riot.

ght of a bloody riot at ihe National gas wei 


at Mnrraysville, Westmoreland county, f>rtkr 
mili-s east of Pittsburg, between laborers oi riv£,l 
gas fuel companies, resulting in the death c|f 
one man and the s?rious injury of four other^. 
"h- burning well at that point is claimed by the 
Pennsylvania Fntl company and also by Milton 
W<ston, a Chicago capitalist. The Pennsjl- 
varii Fuel company have been in possession. 
This afternoon a gang of thirty laborers for 
Wtston made their appearance. They arrived 
wi h shot gnrs and clubs. Their intention was 
to take POBB ssion of the well and property snrl- 
ounding. 
To reach the well they wonld be 


obliged to remove a large pile of lumber. The 
laborers of the Pennsylvania Fuel company were 
digging a trench for a pip j. As soon as the 
object of the invaders was known, C. V. Hay- 
m.ker, a member of the Pennsylvania Fuel 
company, ordered the men cut of the trench. 
They were unarmed and in order to hold the 
lumber pile sat on it in a body. The Western 
forces moved forward, and ordered the laborers 
off. The latter refused to go, and after a threat- 
ning demonstration the attacking party raised 
their gnns and fired. The assault was unex- 
pected and the result was frightful. When the 
smoke cl ared away C. V. Haymaker and three 
others were found lying on the ground, Hay- 
maker dead and three others of bis party, whoJe 
names have not yet been ascertained, seriously 
and probably fatally injured. 
A pcene of the 


greatest confusion ensued. Workmen of both 
parties 
engaged in a pitched 
battle. A 


iran named Ktefer, belonging to the Weston 
party, was seriously injured, and many others 
slightly. 
The Weston force, being

Al 
still another voting place of 465 regis- 
tered negroes, but one came to the polls, 
Of the 80,000 or more colored voters in 
the state, it is believed that much less 
than half voted. There can be no doubt 
of the effect of this sort of blundering 
apon the next campaign. Through bull- 


dozing and intimidation, tho south may 
be continued solid, but the party is not 
strengthened in the north by it
